According to information contained on pages 21-23 
of the report of SA RAYMOND H. WILLIAMS, Detroit, dated 
September 23, 1959, captioned, "SUN VALLEY, INC.; HENRY 
ALBERT LOWER, aka.; JAMES RIDDLE HOFFA; ITSP", Miami file 
87-10768, ROBERT E,. MC CARTHY, JR., is the Assistant Vice 
President of' the Public Bank, Detroit, and was involved 
in financial negotiations with JAMES HOFFA of the 
Teamsters Union. 

Agents who interviewed MC CARTHY in the above 
case feel that he was evasive and would not be the type 
of individual to contact in a discreet investigation. Since 
MC CARTHY is Assistant Vice President of the Public Bank, a 
relatively new bank in Detroit, it is not deemed advisable 
to interview him or any other official Peeenatne instant _ 
matter.
